17,940 thousands out of the total population of 46,893 
thousands in 319 towns in the country. The 
number of births and deaths recorded in these 


towns were 9,2 1 8 and 4)376 representing birth 
and death rates of 26-7 and 12*7 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

The town of Hathras in Uttar Pradesh only has 
recorded a high death rate of 36-0 per thousand of 
population.
